1* In the referenced memorandum, it is proposed that an 
Instruction Sheet be published with each regulatory issuance . 

As you have pointed out, the objective of your proposal Is 
twofold, namely, (a) to gain tain sets of regulatory material 
csx a current basis, and (b) to enable all inters to determine 
which regulations were in effect at any given time. 

2. It Is noted that the proposal also contains a criti- 
cism of the Agency regulatory system as well as a history of 
the system. 2he publication of the criticism, as proposed, 
will serve no useful purpose and at the same time could do 
irreparable ham. Ho prudent individual can deny that "im- 
provement" of any office of this Agency la desirable and pos- 
sible. However, such general criticism sad a call for "im- 
provement” of an office, published for Agsncywide distribution, 
vUl neither improve a condition nor will it develop confi- 
dence or respect for the office concerned. If the publication 
of some historical background is needed to assist the admini- 
strative officers of the Agency in better understanding the 
regulatory system and their responsibilities in connection 
with it, then a brief han dbook could reiterate what the 3X1 25X1 A 

has already prescribed to 


3. It is the opinion of this Staff that the publication 
of an Instruction Sheet, as suggested, should not be adopted 
for the follow tog reasons t 

a. The proposal malls for an Instruction Sheet to 
accompany each new regulatory issuance and that 
these sheets would be filed to the manual ■ In 
1955 this Staff published issuances, and to 
the first six months of 1956, we publ is h ed 136 
issuances. If this plan were to effect, we 
would have en eecvsRulative voliaae of approximately 
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500 pages as Instruction Sheets al one wad with 
the present regulatory pragma, the publication 
of Instruction Sheets would continue to increase 
at approximately the sene rote. 

b. This Staff, on 23 April 1956, published a check 
list of regulatory issuances which included ell 
material in effect an 23 April 1956- The purpose 
of the regular publication of such a check list 
Is to serve as « device for mroualhoblers to 
maintain sets of regulatory issuances on a cur- 
rant basis. Ve are in the process at this time 
of Issuing a current cheek list for both head- 
quarters end field regulatory material. Consid- 
ering certain improvemmts made In the check 
list, ve feel that the publication of such cheek 
lists is adequate to met the needs Of the 
Agency. In connection with the needs of the 
Agency, it is also felt that it is not necessary 
far each and every manual holder to have an In- 
struction Sheet, as suggested by your Office, 
since most aanuolholders are only interested in 
what is current rather then what was in effect 
at some given date. As a matter of fact, it 
would appear that your Office would be the only 
one that would need such a publication.
